IN MEMORIAM 


On May 6, 1805, 159 years ago, this Grand Commandery 
of Knights Templar of Massachusetts and Rhode Island was 
founded and organized by Thomas Smith Webb and headed 
by him until he voluntarily retired in 1817. 

The Crowning Glory of Webb’s Masonic work was “The 
Grand Encampment of Knights Templar of the United 
States of America” which was organized in New York City 
in 1816 with Webb as Deputy Grand Master, which office 
he held at the time of his death in 1819. Space does not 
permit writing the complete history of this illustrious 
Mason and Templar, but following are excerpts taken from 
the life of Thomas Smith Webb—founder of the American 
System of Chapter and Encampment Masonry and develop- 
er of the ritualistic and ceremonial now universally em- 
ployed.” 

Thomas Smith Webb was born in Boston, Massachusetts 
of English parents, on the 30th of October, 1771. He 
graduated from the Boston Latin School at the age of 15, 
and he immediately started to learn the printer’s trade, at 
which he worked in Keene, New Hampshire at the age of 20 
joining the Rising Sun Lodge on December 24, 1790. On 
September 12, 1797, while in Albany, New York, Webb 
made his bid for fame as a Masonic ritualist and authority 
by publishing, “The Freemason’s Monitor” or “Illustrations 
of Masonry” (in two volumes). His next move was to 
Providence, Rhode Island, and he “Accepted the invitation 
to affiliate with St. John’s Lodge, one of the oldest in the 
state, signing the by-laws in February, 1801.” 

Thomas Smith Webb instituted a Lodge of Instructions 
with himself as principal instructor. In June, 1802, Webb 
was elected to the Grand Lodge as Junior Grand Warden 
and one year later was elected Senior Grand Warden. He 
became Grand Master in 1813, was re-elected in 1814 and 
declined another term in 1815. He framed the present 
system of Royal Arch Masons following his election in 1801 
to the office of High Priest of Providence Royal Arch 
Chapter, and he was instrumental in the forming of the 
first Grand Chapter of Rhode Island in 1803; he continued 
to serve in that office until 1815 when he moved to Boston. 

Thomas Smith Webb’s ambition was to form a General 
Grand Chapter of Royal Arch Masons for the government 
and regulation of the Grand and Subordinate Chapters 
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throughout the United States. On October, 1797, in Boston, 
he presided over a convention of committees to this end. 
(Note: the remaining record of the proceedings is confus- 
ing.) During this same period, the untiring Masonic zeal 
of Thomas Smith Webb, accomplished the formation on 
August 28, 1802 of St. John’s Encampment No. 1 of Knights 
Templar, now known as St. John’s Commandery No. 1 of 
Providence, Rhode Island. He provided the ritual and 
ceremonial of the Templar Orders and was made its first 
Eminent Commander, being elected annually until Decem- 
ber 5, 1814, when he declined re-election. His death came 
suddenly, at the age of 48, while on a business trip to Cleve- 
land, Ohio, on July 6, 1819. His last resting place is in the 
North Burial Ground on North Main Street, Providence, 
Rhode Island, where a monument was erected by the Grand 
Lodge of Rhode Island in 1862, with the following inscrip- 
tion.

*The record shows, that St. John’s Commandery desig- 
nated Encampment was organized August 23, 1802, and on 
September 29, 1802, conferred the Orders on two candidates 
(William Wilkinson and Nathan Fisher). The record of 
August 23 meeting states: “The Knights of the Most Noble 
and Magnaminous Orders of the Red Cross and of Malta, 
Knights Templar, and of the Order of St. John of Jeru- 
salem,” residing in the town of Providence, R. I. having 
at a previous assembly determined, that an Encampment 
should be formed and established in said town, met at 
Masons Hall at 7:00 P.M. for that purpose. 


*From the Records and History of St. John’s Commandery No. 1. 
The following is taken from the Proceedings of this Grand Commandery 
jn 1987. 
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Present were 6 Sir Knights. Thomas Smith Webb was 
elected its first Commander and served as such to 1813 
inclusive. In 1802 St. John’s Commandery was known as 
St. John’s Encampment. On May 6, 1805 when St. John’s, 
Boston and Newburyport Encampments met in Providence 
for the purpose of forming a State governing body to be 
known as the “Grand Encampment of Rhode Island and 
the Jurisdictions therewith belonging.” This organization 
was completed by the election of Grand Officers. Thomas 
Smith Webb was elected Grand Master, Henry Fowle of 
Boston, Grand Generalissimo, Jonathan Gage of Newbury- 
port, Grand Captain General. A few years later the name 
was changed to: “The Grand Encampment of Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island.” On June 20, 1816 Thomas Smith Webb, 
Henry Fowle and John Snow, as representatives of the 
Grand Encampment of Mass. and R. I. met with repre- 
sentatives of other Grand Encampments for the purpose of 
forming a National governing body to be known as the 
General Grand Encampment of the United States. DeWitt 
Clinton was elected Grand Master and Thomas Smith Webb 
as Deputy Grand Master. In 1856 the word “General” was 
dropped leaving the name as it is today—Grand Encamp- 
ment of Knights Templar of the United States of America. 


PICTURE OF THOMAS SMITH WEBB 


“On Christmas Day, 1927, the three Commanderies 
located in Providence, Rhode Island, presented a splendid 
portrait of Thomas Smith Webb, our first Grand Command- 
er, to the Grand Commandery of Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island. Since that time, another portrait of our first Grand 
Commander has come into our possession. After consulting 
with the Commanders of St. John’s No. 1, Calvary No. 13 
and Thomas Smith Webb No. 51 Commanderies, and learn- 
ing that it would be an acceptable action on the part of 
Grand Commandery to return the first portrait to the 
original donors, I (Rt. Eminent Harold Wentworth Sprag- 
ue, Grand Commander) attended a conclave of Calvary 
Commandery No. 13 on December 17, 1935, at which were 
present the three Commanders and many other fraters 
from the three Commanderies in Providence, and there re- 
turned this gift to the three Commanderies jointly.” 

We are fortunate to have in our archives the original 
draft, in his own handwriting, the work of the Illustrious 
Order of the Red Cross.

We attend- 
ed the Easter Sunrise Service in Arlington, Virginia and 
the Forty-Ninth Triennial Conclave in Philadelphia, Penn.

It is my belief that such presentations and recognization of 
our Veteran Sir Knights has been very worthwhile and has 
helped to cement better relationship between the Sir Knights 
and Grand Commandery.

NEW GRAND COMMANDERY OF THE PHILIPPINES 


Templary welcomes the Grand Commandery of the 
Philippines, which has been issued a charter by Sir Knight 
Paul Miller Moore, Most Eminent Grand Master of the 
Grand Encampment. The Grand Commandery of the 
Philippines is composed of five Constituent Commanderies 
—Far East of Manila, Asian of Alongapo, Kalaw of Manila, 
Okinawa of Okinawa and Guam of Guam. 

I recommend that we recognize this Grand Commandery 
and exchange representatives. 


GRAND COMMANDERY LINE 


Our Inspections, for many years, have been set up, in 
my opinion, to the detriment of the Council Officers. The 
Senior Warden inspects the First Division which means 
that at this time he is introducing Presiding Commanders, 
Generalissimos, Captain Generals at seven Inspections. 
After this he has no more Inspections. 

The next year he is Grand Captain General, which 
means that the Presiding Commander the year he was 
Grand Senior Warden, is now Past, and the Presiding Com- 
mander was the Generalissimo when he was the Grand 
Senior Warden. It follows that when he is Grand General- 
issimo the Presiding Commander was the Captain General 
when he was Grand Senior Warden and by the time he is 
Very Eminent Deputy Grand Commander he has not in- 
troduced or does not know any Presiding Officers with but 
few exceptions. 
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The Grand Captain General and Grand Generalissimo 
have two lost years in the Grand Line and for them to do 
an Inspection where the Grand Commander or the Deputy 
Grand Commander are present is, in my opinion, a waste 
of time. 


SHORTER GRAND COMMANDERY LINE 


It is obvious that the Grand Generalissimo should have 
a Division and the Grand Captain General should have one 
also, thereby cutting out the Sixth and Seventh Divisions 
Commanders and making the Grand Commandery Line 
nine (9) years instead of eleven (11). This in keeping 
with Grand Encampment. 


DIVISIONS 


It has been the custom over a period of years to divide 
the Divisions according to the number of the Commandery, 
and it was not my intention to do away with the numerical 
order if the Grand Commandery was on Parade or the 
introducing of a Suite at Inspection. It was my feeling 
that the Divisions should be on geographical lines, so, there- 
fore, I have broken them down as follows:

MARKING 


This year the MARKING was done by the Division Com- 
manders, as it was my opinion that each Division Command- 
er was sufficiently qualified to mark a Commandery. The 
elaborate system used in the past was not worth the ex- 
penses and efforts involved. 

_ This year a simple Marking Slip was furnished the 
Division Commander and he was to mark a Commandery as 
he saw it bearing in mind that the larger Commanderies 
would naturally have more officer material than the small- 
er Commanderies. A Marking Slip was furnished each 
Division Commander which was simple and very easy to 
mark and also helpful in making his report. 

The Marking of a Commandery was tied in with the 
Quota Attainment and Templar Activities during the Com- 
mandery Year. The Quota was based on membership and 
was set up on 850 Knightings instead of 1000. 

The MARK was as follows: 

79 points could be obtained for perfect work. 15 points 
could be obtained for quota. After quota was obtained, 
© points more could be added for activities.

RECOMMEND 
THE MARK 


It is my belief that the time has come that this Grand 
Commandery should take upon itself the business of mark- 
ing. It has been the custom in this Grand J urisdiction to 
let the incoming Grand Commander set up the marking as 
he sees best. In many instances this whole matter has been 
easily disposed of by turning it over—lock, stock and barrel 
—to the Inspector Instructor. In no way do I wish to 
criticize any Past Grand Commander of this Grand Juris- 
diction because I know he has many matters requiring his 
attention, more important than the Mark, nor would I want 
to criticize the Inspector Instructor who has proven himself 
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many times to be a terrific worker in the cause of Templary. 
However, in my opinion, the Inspector Instructor should not 
set up the method of marking. His duty should be to see 
that the Mark as set up by this Grand Commandery is 
complied with. 


We have been successful in publishing a set of tactics. 
The agreement has been that no changes would be made 
only at three (8) year intervals. We could do the same 
thing with the Mark. 


I believe that a Committee could be appointed that might 
very well be made up of three men elected by The Presiding 
Councils Club, three men elected by the Past Commanders 
Association, three Grand Council Officers, the Grand Re- 
corder, the Grand Inspector Instructor and the Chairman 
of the Membership Committee. This Committee would meet 
and formulate the work required for Inspection, the method 
of marking and also include a method of attaching the at- 
tainment of a Commandery to the Mark. Once this Com- 
mittee’s report was accepted this would be the procedure, 
without change, for three (3) years. This would mean that 
every Officer in the Constituent Commandery would know 
at least two (2) years in advance what he would have to do 
when he becomes Commander of his Commandery. Changes 
could be made at the end of a three (8) year period. 


I am aware that the method I employed this year was a 
crude one but I am sure it could be improved by such a 
Committee as suggested above. In the past this Grand 
Commandery has graded a Commandery on the work done 
on Inspection Night and not on the accomplishment of the 
complete year. This must be changed for better balanced 
and successful Commanderies. 


MEMBERSHIP 


This year the Quota was based upon 850 petitions for 
membership. We received 669 petitions but only 566 of 
that number were knighted, so we show a net loss of 139. 


In 1960 our total Membership was 15,059. Today it is 
14,524, a net loss of 535. Our Membership Committee, 
which was appointed by districts, under the Chairmanship 
of Eminent Sir James C. Bayley, who was very active 
throughout the entire year. However, they did not receive 
the full support of the Constituent Commandery Commit- 
tees. A large percentage of the Commanders did not ap- 
point a Membership Committee nor request lists of pros- 
pective candidates. These lists were available upon request. 
It is our belief that every Commander should honestly make 
a serious attempt to maintain his level of membership. 
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DECISION 


During the year I had been asked by the Trustees of the 
various funds from several Commanderies, the following 
questions. 

Do Trustees and Officers of Constituent Commanderies 
have the right to invest “Charity Funds,” “Trust Funds” 
and, or, ‘““Named Funds” in— 


A. Mutual Funds? 

B. Common Trust Funds? 

C. Common Stocks? 

D. Masonic Building Associations? 


Deeming the questions of such importance, I referred 
the questions to the Jurisprudence Committee. Their re- 
port was contained in my Official Letter No. 4 issued to all 
Grand Officers, and Constituent Commanderies under date 
of August 1, 1964. See appended. 


OFFICIAL LETTER NO. 4 
Series 1963-1964 
August 1, 1964 


To: Grand Commandery Officers, Eminent Commanders, 
Recorders and Trustees of Permanent Funds. 


Sir Knicuts: 


Section 48 A, Duties of the Grand Commander, requires 
the Grand Commander, among other things: 


“To maintain a watchful supervision over all 
Commanderies in his Jurisdiction, to see that the 
Constitution, Statutes, and Rituals of the Grand 
Encampment and the Constitution, Laws, and 
Regulations are duly and promptly observed.” 


I have been asked by individual Commanderies for a 
decision on two questions which are of general importance 
that I deem it necessary to bring the answers to the atten- 


tion of all of you for guidance, and in part for action at the 
earliest possible date: 


First: Do Trustees and Officers of Constituent Com- 
manderies have the right to invest “CHARITY FUNDS,” 
“TRUST FUNDS,” and/or “NAMED FUNDS” in— 


Mutual Funds? 

Common Trust Funds? 

Common Stocks? 

Masonic Building Associations? 
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This question was referred to our Jurisprudence Com- 
mittee, the Chairman of which advises: 


“There is no prohibition against investment of 
funds by a Trustee in Mutual Funds or Common 
Trust Funds.” 


The Chairman adds, however: 


“T am somewhat disturbed by what has already 
been done in the investment of the General Fund 
and the Permanent Fund to the extent in which it 
has been invested in Masonic Association bonds. 

“T am not at all certain that these are proper 
securities for a Trust. The fact that no one does 
anything about it does not make it any safer to 
make this kind of an investment. If such an in- 
vestment was authorized by the individual Com- 
mandery so far as its Permanent Fund is concern- 
ed, I can see no legal objection to it. I do think 
there is a definite objection so far as their Charity 
Funds are concerned which cannot be cured by the 
vote of the Commandery.” 


Thus, in effect, the Chairman advises us that in invest- 
ing our Trust funds, we must follow the rules of law govern- 
ing all Trustees, that in investing our Charitable Trust 
funds, we must abide by the rules generally applicable to 
Charitable Trustees, and that usually bonds of Masonic 
Building Associations must be regarded as investments 
which do not conform to these standards. 


I therefore Rule: that each Commandery’s by-laws be 
examined in the light of the model by-law annexed hereto 
marked “A” entitled “Model By-Law Relating to Charity 
Fund” and that if they do not contain provisions consonant 
in sense and intent with this model by-law, they be amended 
to include such provisions at the earliest practicable time. 


With respect to the Permanent Funds, the matter seems 
to be one of policy, which may be left to the discretion of 
the individual Commanderies. I therefore suggest: that 
each Commandery’s by-laws be examined in the light of the 
model by-law annexed hereto marked “B” entitled “Model 
By-Law Relating to Permanent Fund” and that if they do 
not contain provisions consonant in sense and intent with 
this model by-law, they be amended to include such provi- 
sions. 

The Second Question on which I have been asked for a 
decision is: 
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“May Trustees of Constituent Commanderies invest 
“CHARITY FUNDS” or “TRUST FUNDS” in such a way 
that the identity of the donor is lost?” 


Unless a donor (to a Charity Fund or Permanent Fund) 
specifically requests anonymity, knightly courtesy and re- 
gard require perpetual acknowledgment of his generosity, I 
therefore Rule: That all Constituent Commanderies examine 
that portion of their by-laws pertinent to the Duties of the 
Trustees and proceed forthwith, if necessary, to modify 
their by-laws in order to ensure conformity with the model 
by-law annexed hereto marked “C,” and entitled “Model 
By-Law Relating to Bequests and Gifts.” 

It is not the intent of your Grand Commander to work 
any hardship on the Constituent Commanderies by the 
above rulings, but only to safeguard the various funds.

FINANCES 


ARTICLE VIII, Section 5 of our Constitution requires 

that a Grand Commander keep his expenditures within the 
Budget submitted by the Finance Committee and adopted 
by the Grand Commandery. 
Although the Income anticipated from the Knightings 
and Per Capita did not reach the figures in the Estimated 
Budget for the year, I am pleased to report that through 
strict economy, we operated in the black. 

We completed the year 1963 and 1964 with a total excess 
of Income over expenses of $1,065.57 with an inventory 
amounting to $1,708.55. 

As 1964 was the Triennial Year of the Grand Encamp- 
ment, Knights Templar of U.S.A., in order to meet the 
anticipated expenses, it was necessary for me to request of 
the Trustees of the Grand Fund, the sum of $2,000.00 from 
the Income Account with the understanding that any un- 
expended balance would be returned to the Income Account 
of the Grand Fund, at the close of our fiscal year. 

I, therefore, recommend that $185.94, which is the un- 
expended balance, be returned to the Income Account of the 
Grand Fund and that $750.00 of the still remaining balance 
in the Surplus, be transferred to the Triennial Conclave 
Reserve account. 


CITATIONS OR CERTIFICATES OF MERIT 


In 1947, Grand Commandery adopted a policy of issuing 
a Certificate as a reward for outside activities such as pro- 
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curing new members and any activity that would make a 
successful Templar year. Since that time, citations have 
been given for various activities. It is regretable that we 
are unable to recognize each Sir Knight who has contributed 
to the furtherance of Templary. 

I take pleasure, at this time, in making presentations to 
the following Commanderies. 


Trinity Commandery No. 32 K. T.—Sir Knicur Ratry E. LEN, Eminent 
Commander for obtaining 236% of its Petition Quota.

THE TEMPLAR 


The first issue of the Templar was October, 1947. Since 
that time the Templar has been recognized as the represen- 
tative organ, emanating from the Grand Commandery Of- 
fice to keep the Constituent Commanderies and the Grand 
Officers informed relative to the progress made toward 
their Quota attainment, as well as to issue information on 
subjects that are applicable to Knights Templar, for the 
betterment and progress of Templary. Although increased 
costs of printing and mailing are important factors in the 
publishing of the Templar, we must realize that important 
news and historical items always are, or should be, of inter- 
est to our Sir Knights. . 

While it is primarily intended for the Commanders, 
Recorders, Grand Officers and Committeemen of our Con- 
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stituent Commanderies, we receive many favorable com- 
ments from Grand Encampment Officers and other Juris- 
dictions. We believe its publication has much value and 
should be continued. 


STATE OF THE ORDER 


The State of the Order at the present time is not par- 
ticularly pleasing. To say that I am satisfied would be far 
from the truth. Our recurring losses should be a matter of 
much concern. Although our loss in membership is less 
than reported the previous year, I feel that we should have 
done better. It is unfortunate that the fine work of some 
of our Commanderies is nullified by the lack of accomplish- 
ment of others. I am deeply distressed by the Suspensions 
for non-payment of dues. (Note: See Official Bulletin No. 
4 issued April 2, 1964.) I feel that those who failed to pay 
their dues did so because of lack of interest and not finan- 
cial distress. We must increase the attendance at our 
Conclaves if we are to create interest in Templary. 


TRIENNIAL 


The Triennial Conclave of the Grand Encampment was 
nee in Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, August 22nd to 27th, 


On Saturday evening a parade was held and it was the 
largest showing of Knights Templar that many had ever 
witnessed. Surely, “Templary was on the march.” 

Tam proud to say that this Grand Commandery was well 
represented with the majority of the Grand Officers pres- 
ent and seventy-five Sir Knights in line. Sir Kt. Robert 
Gardiner Wilson, Jr., Past Grand Commander was one of 
the Marshals and headed up our Division. Twelve of our 
Voting Delegates were in attendance. A great deal of 
Legislation was enacted at the business session of the Tri- 
ennial for the benefit of Templary. 

In order that there will be no misinterpretation of the 
amendments that were passed, we are waiting until they 
are sent to us in their final form. 

Some of these Amendments were passed in such a man- 
ner that their adoption, in part or in full, was left to each 
Grand Jurisdiction.

We maintained a hospitality suite in the Bellevue Straf- 
ord Hotel to which all our Sir Knights and ladies were in- 
vited. On the morning of August 27th, we held a farewell 
breakfast for all our Massachusetts and Rhode Island Sir 
Knights and ladies. Most everyone attended. It was a very 
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pleasant ending to a most interesting and active Triennial 
Conclave.

THE GRAND COMMANDER: Sir Knights, at this time we 
are going to hear from R.W. Stanley F. Maxwell, Deputy 
Grand Master and personal representative of M.W. A. Neil 
Osgood, Grand Master of Masons in Massachusetts. After 
he has spoken he will immediately be excused as he has an- 
other engagement and he unfortunately cannot be with us 
for lunch. 
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R.W. STANLEY F. MAXWELL: R.E. Grand Commander, 
distinguished guests, my Brethren. It is a great pleasure 
to represent our Grand Master, M.W. A. Neil Osgood, on 
any occasion but more particularly I think when he is the 
loser I am sure by not being able to attend one of these an- 
nual sessions. I have had the real and rare privilege of 
representing one of our constituent Grand Bodies here for 
the last three years and this is like a lucky strike extra and 
I am very grateful to our Grand Master for having had the 
privilege. 

Now I know he was with some of you last night and 
brought his personal greetings but I am going to take the 
liberty of bringing to you and the nearly 15,000 Templars 
in this jurisdiction the most cordial and warm fraternal 
greetings of the Grand Lodge of Masons in Massachusetts. 


If I may, I would like to say a few words to you that are 
on my heart and mind and would like to share with you. 
We are well aware of the fact that Templary was born of 
the idea to give aid and assistance to the poor and weary 
pilgrim. It is also true that Blue Lodge Masonry in its 
origin at least in this jurisdiction, and I am sure many 
others, was really prospered by the fact that the members 
of the organization gave such help, aid and assistance to the 
members of their communities. This is one of the ways 
Masonry had its tremendous growth going back through a 
good many years. I think it is a matter of record in many 
cases where members of the Fraternity aided Brethren in 
distress, widows of the membership and orphans where 
necessary, but there was no conversation or talk about it. 
But our communities were small enough in those days that 
this help, aid and assistance became a matter of common 


knowledge and thus Masonry built a tremendous reputation 
for itself. 


Today we are living in much different times, as we are 
all aware, and with Social Security programs, welfare aid, 
old age assistance and what have you, the same aid and 
assistance is not required from us as Masons, at least on the 
surface. Yet our Grand Lodge in Massachusetts is doing 
much of this same work which I think requires the energy 
and strength and support of everyone who claims to be 2 
Mason. This is largely through our Relief Department and 
in the Home and Nursing Home where we are giving such 
help, aid and assistance to untold numbers of people that I 
think you are not aware of. Time would not permit me to 
go into the depth I would like to go and tell you the things 
that are being done in your name as Masons here in Mas- 
sachusetts—and I am glad to include Rhode Island, if I may, 
in this—for the reason that we are operating much the 
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same as our Ancient Brethren operated by doing things 
without the fanfare that is required. 


Let me just state that there is much going on that we 
can me very proud of as far as relief and assistance is con- 
cerned. 


Our Grand Master has told the story a number of times 
in his travels around the jurisdiction of his conversations 
with a Grand Master from Belgium and also a representa- 
tive of the Grand Lodge of Italy, who explained to us the 
tremendous trials that a man must go through to become a 
Master Mason in those countries, and I suspect there are 
others. It takes at least three years in Belgium for a man 
to become a Master Mason and after he has gone through 
tremendous trials to see if he is well worthy and well qual- 
ified to become a Master Mason. Today I think our system 
is not the same so that we are not as strong as we would 
like to see it. 


So I think in these days when we are thinking of the 
great heritage that is ours and freedom and we are coming 
up to a time when I hope we will all enter a polling booth 
and cast a ballot for someone, that we will think of the 
freedom that we have and the great rights that we have and 
we will remember, I hope, that we are casting a ballot for 
one of three reasons. First, perhaps because of the party 
that the person represents. Second, perhaps because of the 
promises that the candidate has made. And third, probably 
because of the past performance of the man for whom we 
would like to vote. 

I wonder sometimes as Masons if we were running for 
office and subject to an election how we would fare from 
the platform we have, the great tenets of our profession, 
the promises we make when we take a solemn vow or oath 
at the altar, or the past performances, how we would fare as 
far as Masonry is concerned. So I think if we truly believe 
that Masonry is a way of life haven’t we as individuals got 
to practice in our daily lives the great tenets of our profes- 
sion. Thank you. 

R.E. Sir, thank you for this opportunity to represent our 
Grand Master and bring you these few words. And now 
this being a day after a long weekend I would ask to retire.

REPORT OF THE MEMBERSHIP CHAIRMAN 


To the Officers and Members of this Grand Commandery 
K.T. of Massachusetts and Rhode Island 


Sir KNIGHTs: 


The Grand Commandery suffered its fourth consecutive 
loss the past year, this time of 139, which was considerably 
less than the 254 loss of the previous year but considerably 
higher than the two preceding years. This unexpectedly 
large loss was due not only to the largest number of sus- 
pensions in many years and the high rate of deaths, but even 
more so to the highest number of candidates elected and 
not Knighted in my memory. 

Our Commanderies Knighted 566 which included 57 
elected the previous year, but of the 634 who petitioned in 
1963-64 only 509 were Knighted, 1 died and 1 was rejected, 
leaving a total of 123 or 20% compared with 87 the previous 
year. Although a high percentage of those left over from 
the previous year were Knighted, experience in the past 
proves that only slightly over 50% left over are usually 
Knighted the following year. 

Only the Metropolitan South Division Knighted more 
candidates than there were petitions last year, owing to 
hold-overs, with 94 Knighted as against 84 petitions for the 
Orders. By States, Rhode Island had 101 petitions and only 
Knighted 63 for a low mark of 62% while Massachusetts 
did much better with 534 petitions for the Orders, and 503 
Knighted for a 94% mark. By Divisions, the only Divisions 
to show gains in membership were the Northeast Division 
with 21, and the Central Division with 4, while the South- 
east Division had a net loss of only one. 

In order to Knight all candidates possible during the 
coming year, we recommend that one day classes be held 
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occasionally in various parts of the Grand Commandery. 
DeMolay Commandery No. 7 sponsored an outstanding one 
day class on May 9th this year, but only a few Commander- 
ies took advantage to send their candidates. The work 
started at 2 P.M., and even with a recess for dinner, the 
work was finished by 10 P.M. 

Our Grand Commander is to be congratulated not only 
for his courageous and hard work throughout the Templar 
Year but also for his division of Commanderies on a geo- 
graphical basis, rather than on the former historical and 
number basis. It is our hope that this geographical plan 
will be continued, with minor changes, so that we can work 
with corresponding divisions in the Grand Chapter and the 
Grand Council. It will also help if the Chapters will work 
on membership and provide more prospects this year, inas- 
much as the Grand Chapter suffered one of its heaviest 
losses in many years. . 

At its August Conclave in Philadelphia, the Grand En- 
campment took action, permitting Grand Commanders to 
provide for membership in two Commanderies, snd ie sa 
that this legislation will be before you for action a ay. z 
strongly urge its adoption, so that Sir Knights oO wis 
may join two Commanderies, and assist in both, ant bropose 
todo.

I might tell you I have only 
known the man a very short time but believe me he is our 
kind of a guy.

_ R.E. Sir JoHN Crorts, Sr.: R.E. Sir, thank you. Dis- 
tinguished guests and Sir Knights all. I would like to do 
the first order of business first and to say to all of you that 
I have anticipated this visit for a number of years because 
I am mindful that I am in the place where the Templar 
Order in the United States began and where it has prosper- 
ed and where it carries perhaps the greatest dignity which 
justifies our pride. 

Now I have found here at the same time not only what I 
expected but a bonus of a very warm friendship which has 
been most generously extended to me by so many of you 
individually. I want to tell you for myself that I appreciate 
both the official and unofficial greetings which you have 
given to me. 

Now I am here as the personal representative of M.E. 
Grand Master Sir Knight Wilber M. Brucker and on his 
behalf and by his instructions I communicate to you his 
warm personal greetings. He has not only a great love for 
the Order but a great appreciation for those who compose 
it. J assure you that this is not a shallow comment or a 
routine thing for me to do to bring you his warm personal 
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greetings. I have had instructions of this sort and I know 
the man so well that I know it comes from his heart and 
you should receive it in that spirit. 

I want to say something to you this morning and to the 
representatives of the other Grand Commanderies who are 
here. It may not need to be said but I am going to say it 
anyhow. We just had a Triennial Conclave and while we 
were there we changed the stature and assignment for a 
Department Commander for a specific reason. You all 
know that we have experimented a great deal. We have 
had a great many discussions between the Line Officers and 
the other Officers of Grand Encampment during the past 
three years. For instance, the Line Officers have met 
together in working sessions outside of social and fraternal 
greetings so that we have actually come together for con- 
ferences ten times in the last three years.

Now this doesn’t mean that he is going to invade your 
sovereignty any more than the Grand Master would but it 
means you have a man with broad experience who is gaining 
in this experience day by day, who is going to become 
familiar with the doings in these ten jurisdictions, and is at 
all times available for conferring or for advice or for such 
help as he may give you personally or arrange for. So you 
should treat him in this respect and in this character that 
he is a full staff member of the administrative team of Sir 
Knight Brucker and is his representative within this juris- 
diction at all times. : 

I think you will understand me when I tell you that Sir 
Knight Brucker is a certain type of individual. He had 
seven years in Washington with the Department of the 
Army and he came out of there with the love of every Army 
man. When he goes to Washington there is a great fuss 
over him, more than for other Secretaries, for this reason, 
that because of the purity of his spirit and intention he 
went in there as an Army man and that is what he was. 
The Generals love him. During his tenure there he raised 
the spirit of the Army, not only the staff but the troops, 
and I think you knew it. He organized a more efficient 
organization. Part of this was because of a raising of 
morale within the Pentagon itself and I think that everyone 
knows that during his tenure he did a job for the organiza- 
tion as well as for the nation. 
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This is what we expect him to do for us and he started 
right out in step with the things that have been done. Your 
Grand Commander read some quotations this morning from 
the Grand Master and the Grand Master took those quota- 
tions from the publication “The Set of the Sails” which was 
the result of a national conference held in September of 
1961.

YORK RITE COMMISSION ON UNITY 


The newly formed Commission on York Rite Unity met 
in Chicago, Illinois, January 10-11, 1964, in an organiza- 
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tional session. The appointment of the commission is con- 
sidered by many to be the most important step ever taken 
toward the unification of the York Rite of Freemasonry. 
The commission is without legislative powers or author- 
ity and is appointed for the sole purpose of bringing about 
a greater unification of York Rite Freemasonry. To ac- 
complish this end the commission is directed to make an 
intensive study of existing conditions within the rite, and to 
report the results of its research, together with recommen- 
dations for improvement, to the proper officers of the three 
national bodies which it represents. The implementation of 
such recommendations must necessarily be at the discretion 
of the General Grand Bodies and the Grand Encampment. 
Although a compelling urgency may be experienced at times 
for quick action, the members of the commission are resolv- 
ed not to be motivated by any impetuous desire for immedi- 
acy. It was determined that there are necessarily two im- 
portant objectives, which in summary are (1) short range 
and (2) long range. Pee 
To be acceptable and effective, short range objectives 
must be non-controversial. These would be welcomed by 
the membership generally, and would be in the nature of 
ideas that could be implemented almost immediately, if 
found acceptable by the national officers. Those ideas and 
suggestions for the improvement of conditions at_ local 
levels are in the area of short range objectives. Better 
liaison between officers of the several bodies at all levels, as 
well as a clearer indepstadmeer eel eee, methods 
and procedures also fall into this category. | its. 
Cong range objectives were discussed in generalities 
with a view toward the establishment of certain goals to be 
attained at some undetermined date. All of the matters 
considered in this area held but one course—a direct route 
toward a well organized, effective and united York ap of 
Freemasonry. No firm positions were assumed ra ong 
range efforts at the primary meeting, but ace aiden 
tions were held in abeyance for further study and consider- 
ation at future meetings. , ¢ 
It is hoped that finalization of certain plans aud Fecomns 
mendations can become realities, and that both Heo a 
and short range objectives can be stated Sega 4 or 
the approval of the leaders of the craft. In the mean ane, 
study and research will continue to be the basis upon w ie 
the commission will function. The various phases une 
consideration include everything from ritualistic matters to 
the proper administration of York Rite affairs. sa Ws 
The commission is composed of nine member 8, £ ree 
each from the General Grand Chapter of Royal Arch Ma- 
sons, General Grand Council of Royal and Select Masters 
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International and the Grand Encampment of Knights Tem- 
plar of the United States of America. While the leaders of 
these three great York Rite organizations met together 
periodically during the past two years planning the forma- 
tion of the commission, it was not officially launched until 
the passage of appropriate resolutions by the General Grand 
Chapter and General Grand Council meeting in triennial 
sessions in October 1963. The Grand Encampment made 
interim appointments to the commission and is expected to 
pass similar resolutions next August in Philadelphia.

THE GRAND COMMANDER: Right now we are going to 
discuss new business and we will hear from our Grand 
Recorder regarding some of the resolutions that are going 
to be read at this time and acted on at the next meeting of 
Grand Commandery. 

R.E. Sir Grorcr A. WEEKS: R.E. Sir, in accordance, as 
I said earlier in the day, with some of the changes that have 
been suggested by the Grand Encampment during the Tri- 
ennial session there was much legislation brought up. There 
was a lot of talk about states’ rights, they wanted a lot of 
the authority that the Grand Encampment had taken away 
and give to the individual Grand Commanderies. 

There is a lot of this legislation that we cannot enact at 
this time for the simple reason we haven’t got the complete 
report but there are two or three that I feel should be 
brought in at this time to be referred to the Jurisprudence 
Committee and be presented now and it will be a year before 
you can act upon them according to our Constitution. The 
Constitution reads in Article XXIII, Section 1, “This Grand 
Constitution may be altered or amended by a vote of two- 
thirds of the members present at any Conclave, notice of 
such alteration or amendment having been presented in 
writing at a previous Conclave and presented in the Call 
for the Conclave at which action is to be taken. Amend- 
ments as proposed may be modified by Grand Commandery 
but modification must be distinctly and plainly germaine to 
the subject.” That is as the Constitution reads. Now I 
have two Amendments to the Constitution. 

Amend Article II of the Constitution of the Grand Com- 
mandery of the Knights Templar, Incorporated of Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island, by adding a new Section 4. 
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Dual membership may be held in two Commanderies in this 
Jurisdiction, and may be held in two Commanderies in separate 
Jurisdictions, if the laws of both Grand Commanderies so provide. 


That is the way it was passed by Grand Encampment. 
That is an Amendment to Article II. (Continued Reading) 

Amend Article VIII, Section 2, Paragraph (F)2. 3rd 
line, eliminate: 


“After such notice as he may deem proper” and substitute “without 
dispensation” so that said Section will read: “To permit them to 
receive petitions and ballot thereon at the same stated Conclave or 
special Conclaves, without dispensation.”

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I have observed a current copy of your statutes and laws 
and I notice in there that there are some Committees which 
the Grand Encampment has established and which in the 
past the Grand Master has requested the Grand Command- 
eries to establish in order to carry forward some of the 
programs which are generally considered to be desirable, 
and you don’t have those Committees unless I am mistaken. 
One is a Committee on the Eye Foundation. 

R.E. SIR GEORGE A. WEEKS: We do have that. The 
report is here. 

R.E. Sir JOHN Crorts, SR.: Now at the Grand En- 
campment session one of the things that was stimulating to 
me was that the Grand Encampment changed the name of 
the Committee and changed the assignment of the Commit- 
tee to a more active concept. This is on Religious Activities. 
Now I notice that you have a program of Christmas meet- 
ings and you have the Committee on Necrology but I won- 
dered, just to put the idea in your minds regardless of what 
you want to do with it, the concept of the Grand Command- 
ery, which I hurry to explain was at a meeting of those you 
have elected and qualified as well as the other jurisdictions, 
they felt that a more active approach to the support of the 
Christian Religion was indicated and the Grand Encamp- 
ment will be considering the programs throughout the 
country and studying the need for an organization program 
for support of Religious Activities. They will want to be 
corresponding with somebody in each jurisdiction as to 
what should be done. So I would suggest to you that you 
might consider at some time that is convenient and appro- 
priate the idea of having a Standing Committee on Religi- 
ous Activities which would cover the several fields, necrolo- 
gy and special observances, and have an active program 
that might be decided upon. 

__ Then there is another Committee that has been estab- 
lished in Grand Encampment and will be working with your 
jurisdiction and I don’t believe you have a Public Relations 
Committee as such. Grand Encampment now has a Public 
Relations Committee and I might put in your minds in good 
time and your judgment to have a Standing Committee on 
Public Relations which would shape a general approach to 
a program which would help the Order in Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island by directing your efforts in this area. 

There also is a Standing Committee in the Grand En- 
campment and in most Grand Commanderies, and it has 
been suggested before, on Patriotic and Civic Activities. 
This is a community directed program of broad scope and 
is the sort of catch-all classification for community activities 
in addition to religious, charitable, educational, and the 
fourth is community directed programs for patriotic and 
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civic activity as an organization and as individuals. I would 
like to put in your minds the consideration of this area of 
interest in a more formal way by the establishment of a 
Committee at the proper time by the proper method if you 
wish to do so.

Re: Demits and Suspensions 


Sir Kyicuts: 

The large number of demits and suspensions granted each year by 
our Commanderies has been a matter of serious concern for some 
time, not only in our Jurisdiction but nationally. It is discouraging 
to note the number of Conclave Notices that carry the appeal for 
Payments of dues or action on delinquents. This situation has caused 
your Grand Commander to give serious thoughts to ways and means 
to avoid the increasing number of suspensions for non-payment of 
dues. Various attempts have been made over the years to improve this 
situation, but they have met with comparativly little success. 

Last year, we demitted 124 and suspended 133 or a total NET LOSS 
of 257 members. Too many suspensions are granted with little or no 
investigation being made to determine why a man has become several 
years in arrears. In many cases, elderly and infirm members have 
been suspended who were simply financially unable to pay their dues 
but failed to make their circumstances known, and to many who have 
been faithful members for a number of years, their suspension came 
as a crushing blow. 5 

Do you recall the phrase; “That I will go to the distance of forty 
miles, even barefoot and on frozen ground, to relieve the distress of 
a worthy Sir Knight?” Do we do this when we suspend a Sir Knight 
without due consideration? It is my desire that before you suspend a 
member that you find out just WHY he is in arrears. If you find that 
he is financially unable to pay his dues, your Commandery can vote to 
remit them and take his dues out of its Charity or Relief Fund. Some 
Dor enieries have done this for many years and ALL SHOULD 

0. 

I know of no better use which can be made of Charity Funds than 
to pay the dues of elderly, infirm and needy members of the Com- 
mandery,

RoyaL ArcH Masons date from the beginning of the building of the 
Second Temple by Zerubbabel, B. C. 530, calling it Anno Inventionis 


(Year of Discovery). Hence add 530 to common time, A. D, 1964 = 
A. I, 2494, 


Roya anp SELEcT Masters refer to the completion of the First 
Temple, B. C. 1000, calling it Anno Depositionis (Year of the Deposit). 
Hence add 1000 to common time. A. D. 1964 = A. Dep. 2464. 


Knicuts Tempiar date from the founding of the Order, A. D, 1118, 
calling it Anno Ordinis. Hence subtract 1118 from common time. A. D. 
1964 = A. O. 846.
